It is the purpose of the writer to 
herein point out the application to a 
well-known type of reflex circuit of a 
circuit modification long known but 
little used. 

This is the use of a center-tapped 
coll in the radio-frequency stage, the 
lower terminal of which is connected 
to one of the small midget condensers, 
the opposite side of this midget con- 
denser being connected to the plate 
terminal of the tube. 

This circuit modification {s prob- 
ably most used In certain superhetero- 
dyne circuits, wherein a center-tapped 
loop is employed in connection with

Cuts Out “Blanket” Stations. 

A dmegram of this cireuit modifica- 
tion is shown in Figure 1. Whatever 
‘ts action, the point is that it exerts 
a most beneficial influence upon the 
reflex circuit. 

In the circuit set up by the writer, 
selectivity was very greatly increased, 
local stations which covered from 15 


to 25 degrees in the regular arrange- 
ment were made to cover only 4 or 5 
degrees on the dial. This was in a 
location about ten miles from the 
nearest station, and on an antenna 100 
feet long with 35-foot lead-in. 

In another location nearer to the 
bulk of the stations, and on an an- 
tenna 75 feet long with 380-foot lead- 
in, locals were confined to 2 or 8 de- 
grees on the dials, excepting one which 
was only a few blocks away. This 
station operates on 250 meters, and 
blanketed about everything below It 
on a straight-line frequency con- 
denser, but slightiy below 800 meters 
even this station could be entirely 
eliminated. All stations above were re- 
ceived excellently. 

Tap Is Only Change. 

A diagram of the circuit employed 
is shown in Figure 2. Nearly every 
one possessing a set employing the 
circuit which {s shown modified In 
this diagram will recognize it. 
been very popular and the modifica- 
tion outlined in this diagram will help 
it perform ‘more efficiently in an area 
where a great majority of sets will 


pick up at least a couple of stations | = 


at once. This circult is noted for its 
great volume and low operating up- 
keep, but in its original form tunes a 
little too broadly for eflicient service. 
No information of a technical na- 
ture is given, as those of the listen- 
ing fraternity who do their own tin- 
kering will understand from the dia- 
gram exactly what is to be done. No 
changes in apparatus need be made 
excepting to bring a center tap from 
the antenna tuning coil secondary. 


Controls by Midget Condenser.

Your Grid Leak and 
Its Important Duty 


The action of the grid leak seems 


to be little understood by the aver- 
age fan, Great care may haye been 
taken in wiring up the set and in 


buying the best of parts. Yet when 
the receiver is put into operation the 
results secured are very poor. Very 
often the whole trouble Hes in the 
grid leak, which may not be of the 
correct value or may be noisy in op- 
eration, 

To make the action of the grid leak 
clear we will compare it to the carbu- 
retor on an automobile. The carbu- 


| retor vaporizes or breaks up the gaso- 


then mixes {t with a certain pro- 
portion of air to form an explosive 
mixture. The supply of air taken into 
the carburetor fs regulated by a choke 
valve. The carburetor of a radio re- 
ceiver is the detector tube and the 
choke valve is the grid leak. 

If the choke valve on the carburetor 
it does not allow 
enough air to enter and makes the 
mixture rich with the result that the 
motor chokes up or may stop alto- 
gether. If the grid leak is of such a 
value that it allows too high a nega- 
tive charge to accumulate on the grid 
the tube chokes or paralyzes and the

If, on the other hand, the grid leak 
is of such a value that the negative 
charge on the grid leaks off too rapid- 
ly the receiver loses its sensitivity. 
You can readily see, therefore, that it 
is important that the size of the grid 
leak be correct so that the amount of 
energy the grid can handle ts always 
just right. Use a good-quality grid 
leak. Secure three or four different 
sizes and try them out until you find 
one that gives the best results. Do 
not try to save money by buying a 
cheap grid leak or one made by an 
unknown manufacturer, for very often 
a poor grid leak is the unsuspected 
cause of poor or noisy reception 


Shield Transformers 
When your tuned radio-frequency 
receiver oscillates so readily it is hard 
to tune, try shielding the R. F. trans- 
formers by inclosing them in a metal 
box. Intercoupling probably 
trouble with the set. 


Prevents Damage 
Ammonia or soda water, quickly ap- 
plied, will prevent damage from acid | 
dropped while taking a hydrometer 
reading of the “A” battery.

When the Tubes May Be 


Cause of Your Trouble 
When you notiee that your radio set 
losing in volume, the distant sta- 
tions fade and disappear, and the 
quality sounds like a rock crusher, 
what do you do? 

Very likely you look for poor con- 
nections, test the batteries or pos- 
sibly replace them, change the tubes 
around, add a “©” battery and juggle 
grid leaks. And to discover? Prob- 
ably, that the quality remains as poor 
as before. What next? 

Under such _ perplexing 


is 


thought? Tubes do not last indefinite- 
ly. Gradual deterioration of their 
filaments ultimately results in poor re- 
ception. The filament of a tube may 
still burn, but the coating put on its 
surface to aid emission of electrons— 
those tiny particles which give the 
tube its “life’—eventually disappears. 
When the coating vanishes the radio 
set loses its sensitivity and volume 
and may become very noisy. It is 
then time to buy new tubes. 


When Buying Your “B” 


Battery Eliminator 
Tt is important when buying a “B” 
battery eliminator to determine 
whether or not the device Is capable 
of supplying enough current to 
erate the set, for if It does not dls- 
tortion will result. To test the ca- 
pacity of a “B” battery ellminator 
connect It to the receiver with which 
it is to be used and connect high- 
resistance voltmeter across Ita ter 
minals, If, when a loud signal its 
tuned in, the pointer of the voltmeter 
remains almost stationary at a volt- 
age which is sufficlent to properly op- 
erate the set, the device will prove 
satisfactory.

In other words, 
nearly 91 per cent of all these fatalities occurred on high- 
ways away from railroad crossings, 

If the public is to be protected against careless or inex- 
perienced drivers, radical changes must be made—not in 
all grade crossings of railroads which would burden tax- 
payers and at best prevent only a small portion of the aeci- 
dents—but in the issuance of licenses, policing practices 
and the driving on highways. The source of danger is the 
driver, not the grade crossing.

The famous problem concerning the 
size of the colossal statue of Apollo on 
the island of Delos, which has wor- 
ried 80 many savants, has finally been 
solved. 

We are familiar with the Delos 
Apollo only in miniature, as represent- 
ed on the Attic tetradrachm, an an- 
client Greek coin, where the god is 
shown holding the three Graces in his 
%| right hand.

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of inscriptions Theodore Reinach an- 

nounced that he had calculated, with 

the aid of history as well as mathe- 
matics, the size of Apollo and the 
three Graces. This archaic colossus at 

Delos was the masterpiece, in gilded 

wood, of the sculptors Tectaois and 

Angelion who flourished between 550 

and 580 B. C. 

The three Graces, which were not 
grouped, but separated and erect, bore, 
respectively, the zyther, the double 
flute and the pipes of Pan. They stood 

> | in the palm of Apollo’s right hand. In 
his left hand he carried a bow. The 
colossus and its three statues were 
destroyed by fire. 

With the assistance of a Delian in- 
scription which mentioned the weight 
of the gold crowns designed for the 
god and the Graces, M. Reinach estt- 
mated the relative heights of the fig- 
ures as eight meters for the Apollo 
and one meter eighty centimeters for 
each of the Graces.—From Le Figaro 
Hebdomadaire, Paris. Translated for 
the Kansas City Star.

C. C. Young Scores 
Education Board 


By Lieut.-Governor C. C, Young 
(The following is an extract from 


an address by Lieutenant-Governv. 
Cc. C. Young given before the Civic 
League of Women Voters at San 
Jose, Friday, June 16th.) 

“J dobut if a more astonishing 
statement was ever mad by any pub- 
lie official than that by C. A. Storke, 
a member of the State Board of Edu- 
cation, as published in Friday morn- 
ning’s San Francisco newspapers. 

“The State Board of Educatyn 
contains seven members, four of 
whom have been appointed by Gov 
ernor Richardson, the other three 
being holdovers from the previous 
administration. 

“Tt is a function of the State Board 
of Education to confirm the appoint- 
ments of presidents of Teachers’ Col- 
leges of the State, after such appoint- 
ments have been made by the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
Inasmuch as the State Superinten- 
dent is the official elected by the 
people to chave charge of the state 
school system, his recommendation 
as to such educational positions has, 
prior to the present administration, 
always been confirmed by the board 
as a matter of course, just as it is 
in any up-to-date city school system. 

“The four members cf the board 
appointed by Governor Richardson, 
however, unanimously voted against 
Superintendent Will C. Wood’s ap- 
pointment of presidents of the State 
Teachers’ Colleges of San Jose and 
San Francisco, and in explanation 
of that vote, Mr. Storke is quoted 
as follows:

Again proving the familiar axiom 
that jackass whiskey and gasoline can- 
not be mixed successfully, the D1- 
vision of Motor Vehicles announced 
this week that its campaign of law en- 
forcement, resulted in the revocation 
of the licenses of 115 California mot- 
orists charged with driving while in- 
toxicated during the first six months 
of 1926. 

This type of violation was responsi- 
ble for 62 percent of all revocations 
for the period, the total for all causes 
being 184.

The “triple check” the division 
maintains of violations records en- 
ables the officials to uncover the 
names of fifteen motorists for the 
period who had been convicted of 
speeding or reckless driving.

Twenty of these 
had been patronizing their bootleggers 
when caught at the wheel.
